WASHINGTON, Nov. 6 (AP)— 
President Truman approved gen- 
erally lower budgets for 16 de- 
partments and agencies today, and 
his budget director announced: 
“We have adopted.a hard-boiled 
budget policy.” 

Budget Director James E. Webb 
did not name the 16 departments 
and ncies whose estimates for 
expenditures in the coming fiscal 
year were approved. 

He told reporters‘after a con- 
ference with the President, how- 
ever, that they did not include the 
military services, and constituted 
only about one-tenth of the entire 
contemplated budget outlay. 

He gaid the figures approved 


today, for the fiscal year which | 
Starts next July 1, are “somewhat | 


lower” 
budgets. ; 

“There may be a few cases 
where they are higher, but gener- 
ally speaking they will be lower,” 
he said, adding that the budget 
will be made as “tight as possible 
in order to get as nearly as pos- 
sible to a balance.” 

No Estimate On Total. 


However, he would not estimate 
the total of the new budget, or 
whether there will be a deficit at 
the end of the present fiscal year. 

This year’s budget is $42,200,000,- 
000. Last A t Truman esti- 
mated there would be a $1,500,- 
000,000 deficit next June 30, be- 
cause of the Republican tax cut 
and other factors. 

“The President’s policies will be 
to hold down expenditures to the 
lowest possible level which will 
meet the needs of the country,” 
Webb said. “When we do that, the 
question of whether we have a 
surplus or deficit depends on rev- 
enue.” 

Although today’s conference did 
not concern the military, the 
President recently announced that 
he has asked the armed servicecs 
to trim their original estimates of 
around 23 billion to 15 billion, of 
which $600,000,000 would be for 
stockpiling strategic materials. 

Instruction To Departments. 

Webb said that the estimates 
approved today conform to a di- 
rective Truman sent to all depart- 
ments. and agencies last July 22. 
His instructions then were to plan 
to continue operations at or below 
the current year’s level—“unless 
exceptional circumstances clearly 
make this impossible.” 

The letter, made public today, 
told the departmental officials 
that “for budgetary purposes it 
should be assumed that produc- 
tion and employment will con- 
tinue high. Prices and wages 
should also be assumed to con- 
tinue at about the July-August 
1948 levels.” 

The President directed his ad- 
ministrators to cover all foresee- 
able needs, and make no assump- 
tions that deficiency appropria- 
tions will be forthcoming to cover 
deficits. eee 

“Expansion of existing activities 
or initiation of new ones should 
not be contemplated, unless re- 
quired by law or to meet urgent 
needs,” he admonished them. 

Caution on Power Projects. 

He also said the government 
power producing and transmitting 
projects in shortage areas should 
be planned “at an economical rate 
which will meet the demand at 
the earliest possible date.” New 
authorized projects, he said, should 
be started “only where the public 
need for ‘them is so urgent that 
it is not in the national interest 
to postpone them.” 

Webb said that the policies fol- 
lowed today will be adhered to in 
reaching estimates for the other 
divisions of government. In addi- 
tion to conferring with his budget 
officer, Truman called in members 
of his Cabinet, one by one, for 
talks today. 

The succession of cabinet mem- 
bers through Truman’s office 
pointed up reports of an impend- 

ing shake-up in that inner circle 
of presidential advisers, but Tru-

—This island city plans to turn 
out én-masse for President Tru- 
man’s arrival tomorrow. 

Police estimate 15,000 persons 
will line the streets from Boca 
Chica Air Field to the Navy sub- 
marine base to greet the newly- 
elected Chief Executive.

Strong backing for the Marshall 
Plan, high support prices for farm 
products, and repeal or revision 
of the Taft-Hartley law are indi- 
cated in an Associated Press sur- 
vey of members of the new Con- 
gress.

Answers by 262. 

Answers to all or some of the 
questions were given by 27 Sen- 
ators and 235. Representatives who 
will serve in the new Congregs.

Many said they reserve the right 
to change their opinions if devel- 
opments between now and the 
time for actually voting indicate 
the need for a change.

‘Specialists’ Bought Thousands of Shares in 
_ Order to Maintain Prices—Opening 
of Sales Delayed. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 6 (AP)— 
Governors of the New York Stock 
Exchange took drastic action, on 
an almost unprecédented scale, to 
maintain a “free and orderly” 
market under the tremendous sell- 
ing pressure which déveloped im- 
mediately after the elections this 
week. 

A key figure in the procedure 
was a man who the average in- 
vestor doesn’t know exists, 
a member of the Stock Exchange 
called the “specialist.” 

On Wednesday even before the 
Exchange first started business 
after the results of the election 
were known, orders to sell flooded 
the market. In many cases orders 
to buy, if they existed at all, were 
far below the previous closing 
price. The seller of a stock might 
have taken a severe loss if his 
order had been executed when the 
exchange opened. 

This is what happened: The 
specialist in a given stock, acting 
with a governor of the stock ex- 
change, decided to delay opening, 
say, the stock of Corp., 
which had closed on Monday at 
100. The only bid that appeared 
on WedneSday was for 80. Opening 
of a key stock at a 20-point loss

Views of Urban Members. 
Backing for continuance of the 

present farm price support pro- 
gram came principally from Mid- 
west and Southern members rep- 
resenting farm districts. 

On the other hand, members 
from urban areas were in the: ma- 
jority of those advocating repeal 
of the Taft-Hartley Act and for 
standby price control.and ration- 
ing authority for the President. 

But .one non-urban representa- 
tive, William Lemke (Rep.), North 
Dakota, came out for Taft-Hart- 
ley law repeal with this comment: 
“Tf that sucker hadn’t been 
passed, Dewey would have been 
elected. I voted against it to be- 
gin with.” 

Most of the new members of the 
Howse said they favor repealing 
the Taft-Hartley act. Some want 
it wiped off ¢he oks entirely;

Consolidation of Missouri Power 
& Light Co., which serves a large 
area in central and northern Mis- 


souri, with Union Electric Co. of 
Missouri, is in prospect’as a result 
of an appellate court decision and 
a Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission order, it developed yester- 
day. 

The situation opens the likeli- 
hood that an effort will be made 
to require North American Co., 
New York, which controls both 
these operating utilities, either to 
wipe itself out or merge into 
Union Electric. The practical ef- 
fect would be the same under 
either of these alternatives. It 
would remove holding company 
control of Union Electric, which 
serves metropolitan St. Louis, a 
large strip of eastern Missouri and 
the southeastern corner of Iowa. 

An authoritative source told the 
Post-Dispatch yesterday this elimi- 
nation was expected to occur. 

Apparently the only remaining 
prospect for North American’s 
third operating utility, Kansas 
Power & Light Co., Topeka, is to 
be eliminated from the holding 
company chain. At one time re- 
cently there was a possibility that 
an effort might be made to tie it 
in with the Union Electric system. 
It serves a large part of eastern 
Kansas. 

Would Enlarge Union Electric. 

Union Electric, already one of 
the big operating utilities of the 
nation, would become more domi- 
nant in Missouri by the acquisi- 
tion of Missouri Power & Light. 
North American has been contem- 
plating turning the Missouri con- 
cern over to Union Electric 

This consolidation or integra- 
tion would have to be approved by 
SEC and the Missouri Public Serv- 
ice Commission. 

Missouri Power & Light, with 
headquarters at Jefferson City, 
operates in a stretch of northern 
Missouri more than 150 miles wide 
between La Grange and Platts- 
burg, and in a part of the central 
southern area of the state. It 
serves electricity in 148 cities and 
towns with 148,000 population and 
natural gas in 15 with 70,000 popu- 
lation. Its operating territory in 
general adjoins that of Union Elec- 
tric. 

Principal cities served with both 
electricity and natural.gas are 
Jefferson City, Moberly, Mexico, 
Boonville and Excelsior Springs. 
Electric service is given at Kirks-

Federal Inspection Law 
With Teeth in It Ex 
pected From Demo- 
cratic Congress:

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6—Safer 
working conditions in the nation’s 
bituminous coal mines may be one 
result of the sweeping Democrat- 
ie victory at the polls last Tues- 
day. 

The possibility of passage of a 
federal mine inspection law with 
teeth in it has increased and the 
state mine inspection system in 
Illinois may be expected to im- 
proved as a result of the defeat 
of the administration of Gov. 
Dwight H. Green. 

Several obstacles to enactment 
of a stiff mine inspection statute 
were removed with the election of 
a Democratic Congress. Among 
those who blocked such legislation 
ii. the Eightieth Congress was 
Representative Max Schwabe 
(Rep.), Missouri, who, as chair- 
man of a House subcommittee, 
refused to hold hearings on a bill 
to give federal inspectors, enforce- 
ment powers which they do not 
now have. Schwabe was defeated.

The bill in question, which was 
before the Schwabe subcommittee 
of the Education and Labor Com- 
mittee, was introduced by Repre- 
sentative Gerald W. Landis (Rep.), 
Indiana, who also was defeated 
for re-election.

Jewish Looting Charged. 


The mediator in a report to the 
Security Council today said Is- 
rael’s troops now occupy 15 vil- 
lages inside Lebanon and charged 
they engaged in “extensive and 
systematic looting.” The report 
charged that Israeli and Arab 
forces were guilty of a “grave and 
inexcusable violation of the truce” 
in that fighting which raged s¢v- 
eral days along a wide front. 

The U.N, informant, who was 
inside the conference room, said 
the Arab representatives — Ade! 
Arslan of Syria, Fuad Amoun of 
Lebanon, Mahmoud Fawzi df 
Egypt, and an agent of Iraq—

The source said Riley made no 
specific political proposal, al- 
though the’ tenor of his talk con- 
veyed the idea that the Arabs 
should begin to think of their re- 
lations with the Jews in terms of 
an armistice.

A new angle of the Palestine 
problem which is expected to get 
more and more attention is the 
relationship between what is go- 
ing on in Palestine and the inter- 
ests of the Western nations in the 
cold war with Russia. Many 
months ago this took the form of 
worry that if the United States 
too strongly supported the Jewish 
homeland drive, the Russians 
would gain friends in the Arab 
world. This did not happen, pos- 
sibly due in part to (1) the fact 
that the Arabs don’t like Com- 
munism and (2) Britain’s pro- 
Arab policy. 


Now the worry is becoming 


somewhat reversed. State De- 
partment officials seem convinced 
that gun-running to Israel through 
Czechoslovakia represents a Rus- 
sian-backed effort to win influence 
for the eastern Eyropean Com- 
munist bloc in the strategically 
placed new state. 


Sdéme authorities here think this 
challenge has to be met. But 
none in the State Department is 
Willing either to violate a United 
Nations voluntary ban on arms 
exports, to the Middle East or to 
risk any avoidable new trouble 
with the Arab group of nations. 


Truman actually is understood 
to have made his first move to 
restore American Government 
unity in handling Palestine prob- 
lems on a few days prior to the 
election.

The first effect of the Presi- 
dent’s action was to bring a sus- 
pension of -action on the resolu- 
tion until after the American elec- 
tion was held. Once Truman was 
re-elected the American U.N. 
delegation had the resolution 
amended in a manner which 
officials here considered more 
favorable to the Israeli Govern- 
ment, although still holding a 
threat of sanctions for alleged 
truce violations. The statement 
asking the change in the resolu- 
tion was cleared by the White 
House, according to authoritative 
informants. 

U.S. Sources at Paris Say Marshall 
May Delay Retirement. 

PARIS, Nov. 6 (UP) — Official 
American sources said today that 
Secretary of State George C. Mar- 
shall may delay his retirement 
until the end of next summer so 
he can complete negotiations for a 
North Atlantic defense treaty. — 

They thought President Truman 
would persuade Marshall to do so 
despite the Secretary’s oft-ex- 
pressed desire to quit at the end 
of this year.

A photographer, referring to the 
new term for the Truman admin- 
istration, said “we are starting 
another four years.” 4 

“But not for me,” Forrestal in- 
terjected, laughing. 

- Reporters at the Pentagon, who 
sought a further explanation of 
the comment, were told by one of 
Forrestal’s aids that he meant: 

“He did not intend to remain in 
government service for another 
four years. There was no other 
inference to be drawn from his 
remark.” 

There was no intimation of 
when the Defense Secretary ex- 
pected to leave his post. 

His Government Career. 

Reports were current several 
weeks ago that Forrestal planned 
to leave the Cabinet, no matter 
which way the election. turned. 

He entered Government service 
in June, 1940, as an administra- 
tive assistant to the late Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. In doing that, he 
left his position as president of 
the banking firm of Dillon, Read 
& Co. A few months later Roose- 
velt named him Under Secretary 
of the Navy. When Navy Secre- 
tary Frank Knox died in 1944, 
Forrestal was advanced to his 
post. 

Forrestal’s appointment to head 
the national military establish- 
ment was credited, in part, to a 
compromise in the prolonged bat- 
tle between the Navy on one 
hand and the Air Force and Army 
on the other over the service 
unification proposal. His selec- 
tion by President Truman was 
viewed as a concession to sup- 
porters of the Navy in the con- 
gressional fight over the unifica- 
tion bill. 

_ Mentioned for Post. 

While there has been no word 
from the White House regarding 
Forrestal’s intentions or a succes- 
sor, there has been increasing 
speculation over a new secretary. 

Names mentioned include those 

of Louis Johnson, who was ap- 
pointed assistant Secretary of War 
by Roosevelt in 1937; Dr. Karl T. 
Compton, chairman of the Re- 
search and Development Board 
and long President of the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, 
Army Secretary Kenneth C. Royall, 
and Air Secretary W. Stuart 
Symington. 
_ Dr, Compton is a brother of 
Arthur H. Compton, chancellor of 
Washington University, St. Louis. 
Compton, by profession a physicist, 
has served often in advisory ca- 
pacities touching on many aspects 
of defense—the Army, Air Force, 
and Navy. A report by a com- 
mission, of which Compton was 
chairman, on “a program of na- 
tional security” has become a text- 
book for the military: establish- 
ment on long range planning and 
military concepts.

National Group Cites De- 


linquency Cut—Leaders 
Here Expect U.S. to Act 


on Problem. 


While St. Louis civic leaders 
have under consideration the ques- 
tion of a new bond issue proposal 
for slum clearance, a current re- 
port of the National Association 
of Housing Officials has called at- 
tention to health benefits and re- 
duction of juvenile delinquency 
obtained through low-rent public 
housing establishments. . 

Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann has 
announced he would confer with 
the Anti-Slum Commission and 
other civic leaders about a new 
slum clearance and housing pro- 
posal, following defeat of the 
$16,000,000 bond issue for this pur- 
pose in last Tuesday’s election. 
Many leaders expect the next Con- 
gress will provide for more low- 
rent public housing of the kind 
operated by the St. Louis Housing 
Authority, which has 1315 dwell- 
ing units in service now. 


“Residents of low-rent housing 
projects,” said the housing offi- 
cials’ announcement, issued at its 
Chicago headquarters, “get more 
benefits than just a roof over 
their heads, reports ffom housing 
developments in Chicago, New 
a Philadelphia and Cleveland 
show. 


Text of Officials’ Report. 


“Indications are that the tuber- 
culosis death rate as well as the 
juvenile delinquency rate among 
low-income families decreases 
when they become housing de- 
velopment residents. According to 
the director of New York City’s 
housing authority, modern public 
housing so aids cities in dealing 
with problems of police and fire 
protection and garbage disposal 
that in the long run money is 
saved by replacing vacant areas 
and tenement blocks with modern 
apartments. 


“Tuberculosis death rate among 
Negroes in Chicago during the 
years 1944-1946 was lower among 
residents of two low-rent housing 
developments than was the aver- 
age for either the city as a whole 
or for slum areas in the city. Dur- 
ing the three-year period there 
were 31 deaths from tuberculosis 
among 11,000 Negro tenants of 
public housing projects—a rate of 
93 per 100,000. At the same time, 
the city-wide Negro tuberculosis 
death rate was 151 per 100,000, 
and the Negro slum area rate was 
192 per 100,000. 

Saving of Lives Possible. 


“Commenting on these figures, 
officials of the Chicago Housing 
Authority stated: ‘If the Negro 
slum areas of Chicago were to be 
cleared next year and replaced 
with decent sanitary housing at 
rents within low-income reach, 
instead of having 480 Negro 
deaths per year from tuberculosis 
the city of Chicago could expect 
around 225 deaths.’ 

“A commission of mental health 
experts that surveyed metropoli- 
tan Salt Lake City reported a need 
for Government-sponsored low-

Less Refuse From Projects. 

“In New York, modern public 
housing developments deliver 50 
to 60 per cent less refuse to the 
Department of Sanitation than do 
tenement areas of comparable 
size. Equipped with incinerators, 
the new public housing develop- 
ments need not put truckloads of 
wet garbage on the street for dis- 
posal by street cleaners. This 
results in savings for the city. 

“Good housing was claimed as 
the factor responsible for the fact 
that children in Cleveland and 
Philadelphia: public housing proj- 
ects have a lower rate of juvenile 
delinquency than the city-wide av‘ 
erage. The contrast in the delin- 
quency rate is even greater when 
arrests of youngsters living in pub- 
lic housing projects is compared 
with arrests in neighboring slum 
areas where Many of the public 
housing residents used to live. 

“The Cleveland figures covered 
arrests of all children—both boys 
and girls—between the ages of 7 
and 17 during the year 1947. Out 
of a total of 4018 children in six 
low-rent housing projects of the 
metropolitan housing authority, 
the rate of juvenile delinquency 
was 1.57 per cent. Rate for the 
city as a whole was 1.8 per cent 
while in the slum areas adjacent 
to the housing developments the 
rate was 2.26 per cent. 

Juvenile Delinquency uced., 

Two Cleveland developments 
with 912 children residents had no 
delinquency. Highest delinquency 
rate in public housing was at Car- 
ver Park, with 1283 children,

What will be the consequences of his 
election and his revolutionary transfer of 
Congress from Republican to . Democratic 
control? Will he be a “stronger” chief 
executive and Commander-in-Chief now that 
he is President in his own right and no 
longer a ‘“‘political accident’’ as the heir 
of Franklin D. Roosevelt? What is to be 
expected during the next four years of 
his Administration? 

When the President, in his present status 
of a former Vice President, sends his mes- 
sage to the Eighty-first Congress on Jan. 
4 or 5, on the State of the Union, he could 
be a bit sarcastic by merely addressing a 
copy of his message to the special session 
of the Eightieth, called in July after the 
Democratic convention. 


A Program for Congress 
Outlined by the President. 


That message contained both his emer- 
gency and long-range programs. In it, he 
said, he had reconvened Congress “primarily 
to deal with high prices and with the hous- 
ing shortage. Delay on either of these items 
would be most dangerous.” 

As a job for the next—or Ejighty-first 
Congress—his message listed: 

*“A comprehensive health program, 
based on health insurance; a fair and 
sound labor-management relations law— 
in place of the Taft-Hartley law which has 
proved to be unfair and unsound and 
which should be repealed; a real long- 
range farm program; a stronger reciprocal 
trade agreement act; a universal military 
training program; a national science 
foundation; strengthened anti-trust laws, 
and approval of the St. Lawrence water- 


way treaty.” 

The message also listed for desirable 
action by the special session legislation 
on federal aid to education; raisinz of the 
minimum wage from 40 to 75 cents; in- 
crease in coverage of social security; 
upping of old age insurance payments 50 
per cent and lowering the age at which 
women could receive benefits from 65 to 
60 years; removing of racial and religious 
discriminations from the displaced per-

To carry out his anti-inflation recom- 
mendation, Truman asked the special ses- 
sion to re-establish the excess profits tax 
to provide a Treasury surplus and a brake 
on inflation; restoration of comsumer 
credit controls; greater power to th Fed- 
eral Reserve System to regulate bank 
credit; regulation of speculation on the 
commodity exchanges; authority for allo- 
cation and inventory control of scarce 
commodities basically affecting essential 
industrial production or the cost of liv- 
ing; strengthening of rent controls; 
Standby authority to ration those few 
products in short supply which vitally 
affect the health and welfare of the peo- 
ple; and finally, authoriiy for price con- 
trol of scarce basic commodities and au- 
thority “to limit wage adjus¢ments which 
would force a break in a price ceiling.” 

The Republican controlled special session 
gave Truman only a smidgen of what he 
demanded—minor consumer and bank credit 
controls, and against Administration oppo- 
sition, a housing bill the real estate lobby- 
ists demanded. 


Will Truman Be Able 
To Work With Congress? 


In his message to the next Congress, 
Truman is expected to repeat these recom- 
mendations, with or without sarcasm. For 
his longer range program, especially on 
international relations, he may wait until 
his inaugural address on Jan. 20. 


How: much of his domestic program Tru- 
man will be“able to have written on the 
statute books will depend on his effective- 
ness in working with the new Democratic 
Congress. According to the latest informa- 
tion the Senate will be made up of 54 
Democrats and 42 Republicans; the House, 


263 Democrats, 171 Republicans, 1 Ameri-

The Administration majorities of 12 in the 
Senate and of at least 90 in the House are 
ample for complete working control and 
for discipline of party members. The job is 
up to Truman and his advisers — including 
these labor union leaders who contributed 
so much to his election.

right, Truman cpuld probably get popular 
support if he took over three innovations 
Gov. Thomas E. Dewey promised. 


These were: (1) close liaison with the 
Congress through White House tonferences 
with legislative leaders; (2) a “working 
Vice President,” which would make. Alben 
W. Barkley, able and experienced in gov- 
ernmental affairs, more than a mere pre- 
siding officer of the Senate, and (3) “the 
greatest housecleaning in history.”

Perhaps the strongest criticisms of Tru- 
man by competent observers of government 
have been based on his failure during the 
past three years to confer and negotiate 
with Congressional leaders and his apparent 
inability to control top officials in his own 
executive branch of the government. 


As the choice of the people, and pbss of 
the Democratic party, Truman is in a posi- 
tion now to do what he could not do as 
Roosevelt’s heir. He can demand action in 
his own right and, since his is the responsi- 
bility, to. penalize party members who do 
not co-operate. If Congress balks, he can 
appeal directly to the people for support. 


In the past, such congressional leaders as 
Rep. Sam Rayburn of Texas, who will be the 
next Speaker; Senator Tom Connally of 
Texas, who will be chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee; Senator Bark- 
ley, who was Senate Democratic leader, and 
various ranking Democratic members of 
important committees, complained that they 
had not been informed in advance of what 
Truman wanted from the Congress. ‘There 
were White House conferences, but only to 
tell the legislative leaders what Truman 
had already decided. 


Dewey gained a reputation during his six 
years in Albany as a “great administrator” 
by getting close co-operation from his legis- 
lative leaders and by enforcing _strict ac- 
countability on those executive subordinates 
to whom he delegated proad authority. 


Some Southern Democnats 
Will Get Committee Posts. 


The federal system is much more complex, 
of course, than any state government. Con- 
gress is co-equal with the executive and 
many Senators and Representatives: are so 
strong personally in their own: states and 
districts that they can flout directions or 
suggestions from the White House and the 
head of the Democratic party. But if there 
is to be responsible party government in 
this country and, more important, if party 
platforms and _ presidential candidates’ 
pledges are to mean anything, some sort of 
co-operation between the White House and 
Capitol Hill is essential. 


The new Congress will contain several 
Senators and many Representatives who 
rode into office on Truman's coat-tails. 
In theory, they should be beholden di- 
rectly to him, and they may be for the 
first session. In practice, however, some 
of these legislators are likely to be 
mavericks, who had little hope of defeat- 
ing intrenched Republicans. Inexperienced 
men can be hard to handle. 

In addition, many of the’ most powerful 
committee chairmanships will go back to 
conservative Southern Democrats, who differ 
little in political philosophy with their Re- 
publican counterparts. For instance, the 
Senate Finance Committee chairmanship will 
return to Walter F. George of Georgia, vice 
Eugene D. Millikin (Rep.) of Colorado; Sen- 
ate Appropriations will change from Repub- 
lican Stiles Bridges of New Hampshire to 
Kenneth McKellar of Tennessee; House 
Appropriations will go from the chairman- 
ship of John Taber of New York to Clarence 
Cannon of Missouri, and House Ways and 
Means from Harold Knutson of Minnesota, 
who was defeated, to Robert L. Doughton 
of North Carolina, who voted against the 
President’s own: tax reduction: plan ‘this 
year and joined the Republicans to over- 
ride Truman’s veto of the Republican. tax 
slash. 

One -of the most important effects of 
Truman’s carrying the Congress with him 
will be the ousting of Jesse P. Wolcott of 
Michigan from chairmanship of the House 
Banking and Currency Committee in favor 
of Brent Spence of Kentucky, a conserva- 
tive but a follower: of the party on most 
measures.

But Harry Truman, a game little 
scrapper from the Kaw, who has taken 
plenty on the chin in his time, is not one 
to forget, or to say nothing.

Wilson won in 1916 without New York, but 
he had the South.

There. are extraordinarily good reasons why 
President Truman should be interested in re- 


moving the seniority-rule incubus from Congress 


at its coming séssion. There is also an extraor- 
dinarily good chance that he might succeed if 
he tried. The reward of a successful effort 
would be a vastly more efficient National Legis- 
lature for the future. 

To bring about the change, the President 


- would not even need to submit a bill to Con- 


gress. There is no law. that makes seniority 
govern the selection of committees. It is only 
a congressional rule which Congress can change 
at will. 
request his floor leaders to promote the reform. 

Despite the Democratic majorities in both 
houses, it would not be easy to obtain a repeal 
of the rule. But since this appears to be a_ day 
of political miracles, it would be well worth 
trying, especially at the height of Miracle Man 
Truman’s new prestige. He would have a far 
easier time putting through the legislative pro- 
gram he promised the country if committee 
chairmen were chosen for merit rather than for 
seniority. 

How bad would a new Congress organized by 
seniority be? A glance at a few important cdm- 
mittee prospects will show. Seniority would 
head the House Ways and Means Committee 
with Doughton of North Carolina. who is not in 


harmony with the progressive Democratic ma- 


jority in Congress. 

The House Rules Committee, though Sabath of 
Illinois is in line for the chairmanship again, 
would, as before, be run by Cox of Georgia and 
Smith of Virginia, who are no sort of improve- 
ment on Republican Chairman Allen, and as 
alien to the kind of Congress which the popular 
majority has spoken for. George of Georgia, 
another reactionary, holds seniority on the 
Senate Finance committee, and Ed Crump’s Mc- 
Kellar on Appropriations. 

It is at least a footnote on the kind of Con- 
gress supplied by seniority that George is 70, 
Tom Connally (in line to head the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee again) is 71, McKellar 
is 79, and Doughton is 84. 

Meanwhile, new members like Senators-elect 
Douglas of Illinois, Humphrey of Minnesota, 
Kefauver of Tennessee (who goes up from the 
House) and Neely of West Virginia will not be 
made use of, as they should be made use of for 
Congress’ own good, unless the seniority ob- 
stacle is struck down. Yet these are among the 
men who bear the fresh mandate of the people, 
and the Doughtons, the McKellars, the Georges 
and Coxes represent the philosophy which has 
just been resoundingly repudiated at the polls. 

As Mr. Kefauver said in his important book. 
“A Twentieth Century Congress,” younger mem- 
bers of ability, like Morse of Oregon, Fulbright 
of Arkansas, Lodge of Massachusetts, McMahon 
of Connecticut, Sparkman of Alabama and Thye 
of Minnesota, have been submerged because of 
the seniority rule. That practice made it un- 
likely that any of them would attain a commit- 
tee chairmanship before his thirteenth year of 
service. Such a prospect is one that is especially 
galling to men of outstanding conviction. ability 
and energy. . 

Because the seniority rule puts a penalty on 
ability and a premium on mediocrity, because it 
is the capstone on which Southern Bourbon re- 
action is erected to a place of power beyond its 
deserts in Congress, it is eminently eligible for 
the scrapheap. With-friendly majorities in both 
houses, President Truman could launch a formi- 
dable assault against this archaic incubus. 

He could make it a distinguished accomplish- 
ment, as much a landmark in the history of Con- 
gress as the revolt against Speaker Cannon in 
1909-11, and as great a contribution to the free 
and effective functioning of the House and Sen- 
ate.

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Experiment in Iran 

American capital, like the capital of other na- 
tions, has taken too much out of the backward 
countries in which it has invested, without mak- 
ing much of a contribution in return. Oil-rich 
Iran may become an exception, if plans for the 
development of the country under the tutelage 
of American engineers are carried out. 

Using chiefly revenue from American-owned 
oil wells, Iran is undertaking a program of de- 
velopmédnt supervised by Overseas Consultants, 
Inc., which represents 11 of the largest engi- 
neering firms in the United States. Five mem- 
bers of the group, headed by the president of 
Stone and Webster, are to leave for Iran this 
month for a survey to determine what the 
country ‘needs for the development of utilities, 
manufacturing industries and agriculture. 

The entire program is to entail an expendi- 
ture of $650,000,000. Sixty per cent of this will 
come from oil royalties; the remainder is ex- 
pected to be supplied by a loan from the Inter- 


national Bank. The State Department has been _ 


fully informed of the plan. 

In the background, presumably, are the oil 
companies. They expect the plan to help them 
by persuading the Persian people that their oil 
resources are not being exploited without bene-

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A Reply to Curator Wolpers 

John H. Wolpers, publisher of the Daily 
American Republic at Poplar Bluff! has writ- 
ten in to set us straight on the issues of segre- 
gation and censorship at the University of Mis- 
souri. He seems to think that the purpose of 
the Post-Dispatch: is “te. discredit the adminis- 
tration” of the State University. He refers to 
our “constant nagging and strained’ criticism” 
and says that as a member of the Board of 


Curators, he is “naturally concerned with the 


welfare of the university.” 


Mr. Wolpers encloses a page from the Mis- 
souri Student, Nov. 1, which says we have over- 
extended ourselves in “charging censorship on 
the Negro question.” This editorial says that 
the Post-Dispatch was immediately proved 
wrong by the ,e-publication in the Missouri 
Student of an editorial from the Post-Dispatch 
and a letter in our column from a student in 
the School of Journalism. 

The student's letter said that censorship was 
the rule, and enclosed an instruction sheet from 
the School of Journalism stating that discussion 
editorially of “racial segregation is taboo.” This 
instruction sheet was for use by students en- 
gaged in editorial work onthe Missourian, the 
practical experience newspaper for students in 
the School of Journalism. 

We have checked the 1948 Directory of News- 
papers and Periodicals and find that the Mis- 
sourian, in which the subject of “racial segre- 
gation is taboo,” has a daily circulation of 3843. 
The Daily Student is not listed in the Ayer’s 
Directory, but the paper itself says it is pub- 
lished every Monday, with Robert S. Tatum as 
editor. In other words, the guarded editorial 
enclosed by Mr. Wolpers appeared in a weekly 
with relatively small circulation, whereas the 
censorship instruction applies to the daily papér, 
which provides news not only for the university 
community, but for many residents of Columbia 
as well. 

There should be no attempt td’ confuse this 
issue. So far as we know, no one at the Univer- 
sity of Missouri has disowned the Missourian’s 
instruction to students that “racial segregation 
is taboo.” Whenever President Middlebush, 
Dean Mott, Curator Wolpers or anyone else in 
authority does disavow it, he can be sure that 
the Post-Dispatch will be glad to print it and 
announce the school’s change in policy. 


As for the weekly Missouri Student, we are 
pleased to see that it has been able to print 
an editorial which goes so far as to mention 
the issue of racial segregation. We hope its 
editors are free to provide a forum for fairness 
and equality in education regardless of the color 
of the skin of students. We hope particularly 
that they will not be taken in by the apologetic 
line that the people of Missouri need to be con- 
vinced, so the Legislature will act. 


What is needed is leadership at Columbia on 
this issue. Since the state doesn’t seem to have 
that leadership in the Board of Curators or the 
university administration, the best hope is 
among the students themselves. If the Missouri 
Student can see its way clear to print an edi- 
torial saying that there should be no racial test 
in admitting young Missourians to their tax- 
supported State University, the Post-Dispatch 
will be happy to reprint it on this page with 
full credit.

But the Truman commitments 
on civil rights insure that all but 
such Southerners as Lister Hill 
and Estes Kefauver will remain 
at war with the White House. He 
has a paper, not a real Congres- 
sional majority. 

New Method With Oongress. 

The word is already being 
passed, however, that the post- 
election Truman will deal with 
Congress in an entirely new way. 
His old system was to bundle all 
his recommendations into one 
vast message, and then stand on 
this rather meaningless written 
record to which Congress paid no 
attention whatever. The new s8ys- 
tem will be to insist on the man- 
date; to follow the fortunes of 
each individual piece of legisla- 
tion; to seek actively to mobilize 
public opinion whenever Congress 
hangs back; and to use all the 
familiar presidential weapons of 
pressure and persuasion on a Ma- 
jor scale. 

The adoption of the new system 
has already been presaged by the 
much closer relationship now és- 
tablished between the President 
and Vice President-elect Alben 
Barkley. While Senator Scott 
Lucas of Illinois will have the for- 
mal title of majority leader (which 
would now have been Lister Hill’s 
except for the civil rights issue) 
Barkley will have the real respon- 
sibility. Truman was Barkley’s 
friend in his Senate days, when 
Barkley was his senior. But once 
in the White House, he seemed to 
seclude himself almost purposely 
from Barkley and the other con- 
gressional chieftains, from the end 
of the honeymoon period onward. 
Now, on the other hand, Truman 
is going out of his way to indicate 
that his intimacy with Barkley is 
greater than ever. 

President His Own General. 

This means more than mere 
gratitude for Barkley’s doughty 
campaigning. It means that in 
the struggles with Congress that 
are ahead the President intends 
to be his own general, and to use 
the congressional leaders as his 
personal staff. The same phe- 
noMenon apparently marks the ap- 
proach of the post-election Tru- 
man to the problems of foreign 
affairs. 

In foreign relations, as in his 
dealings with Congress, the old 
Truman was like a constitutional 
monarch, who reMains at home to 
preside inactively over the nation, 
while trained military men carry 


‘on the campaigns in the field. 


With the solitary exceptions of

Rules Committee, of which Leo 
E. Allen of Illinois has been the 
ultra-conservative chairman. The 
Democratic chairman, as earlier, 
will be venerable Adolph J. Sabath 
of Illinois, who was re-elected 
Tuesday to his twenty-second 
term. 


When the Democrats controlled 
the House before, the real head of 
the committee was E. E.- Cox of 
Georgia, who had the support of 
such Democratic reactionaries as 
Democratic Howard W. Smith of 
Virginia and Roger C. Slaughter 
of Missouri, whom Truman later 
“purged.” 

This is a strangely constituted 
committee—eight members look 
after the majority interest; four 
after minority interests to give 
the House majority leadership of 
life and death over legislation. 

It is a safe bet that the Truman 
Administration will insist that the 
new Democratic members of this 
powerful committee will be sym- 
pathetic to the Truman program. 
If foresight can do it, there will 
be no more Roger C. Slaughter’s 
on it to help block White House 
proposals. 


One of the interesting subjects 
of speculation in Washington is 
how far the Republicans will go 
in co-operation with the Demo- 
crats. General as it was, the 
Republican platform pointed in 
the same direction as the Demo- 
cratic, and Dewey’s campaign 
speeches, while not as specific as 
Truman’s, promised much the 
same things. 

Record of the Lightieth. 

One of the big factors in 
Dewey’s defeat was the record of 
the Eightieth Congress, particu- 
larly the reputations of such men 
as Speaker Martin, House Majori- 
ty Leader Halleck, Appropriations 
Committee Taber, Ways and 
Means Chairman Knutson and 
House Banking Chairman Wol- 
cott. Among the Senators, the 
Democratic and organized labor 
targets were Robert A. Taft of 
Ohio, Joseph H, Ball of. Minneso- 
ta, Bridges of New Hampshire, 
Brooks of Illinois, Revercomb of 
West Virginia and Wherry of Ne- 
braska. Many independent voters 
feared that a Dewey victory would 
increase the powers of such men 
as these. 

The speculative question is 
whether the conservative Republi- 
cans have read the election re- 
turns as the handwriting on the 
wall and are willing to perform 
as well as promise on progressive 
legislation. Many voters looked 
upon Truman, with his obviously 
sincere concern for the welfare of 
the common man, as the personi- 
fication of a new social eéfa. 
Dewey although he promised a 
“new era” was patently too cagey 
to be persuasive. The veteran 
Republicans still in office are prob- 
ably too hard crusted to reverse 
their backward viewpoint, but the 
younger men, such as Senator 
Baldwin of Connecticut, Ives of 
New York, Lodge of Massachu- 
setts, and Knowland of California 
have proved more forward look- 
ing than the Republicans with 
longer service. 

Another interesting idea for 
speculation is how much organiz- 
ed labor will demand in payment 
for its undoubtedly valuable sup- 
port of President Truman and 
many newly elected Senators and 
Representatives. Even middle-of- 
the-road Democrats in Washing- 
ton fear the Democratic party 
will become the “Labor party,” 
with a capital L. As Senator and 
as President, Truman had an al- 
most perfect organized labor rec- 
ord except for his emergency plans 
during the railroad strike. 

Labor May Press too Far. 

If labor, depending on the heavy 
Democratic majorities in the new 
Congress, presses its demands too 
far, Truman can always point 
back to what happened when 
F.D.R. pressed his 1936 election 
Mandate beyond the breaking 
point in demanding the packing 
of the Supreme Court. The test

Some of the talk stemmed from 
long standing records of lack of 
co-operation and some from re- 
ports of lack of enthusiasm for 
the Truman candidacy, especially 
on campaign contributions and 
reluctance to make Democratic 
specches. 

Officials May Resign. 

Along with Secretary Marshall, 
Under Secretary of State Robert 
A. Lovett and several other high 
Foreign Affairs officials are like- 
ly to resign and have their resig- 
nations accepted. Many of the 
ranking State, Department offi- 
cials were virtually drafted by 
Marshall and feel their obligation 
to him rather than the President. 
The only names mentioned so far 
for the top posts are Supreme 
Court Justice William O. Douglas, 
former Under Secretaries Will 
Clayton and Dean Acheson, W. 
Averell Harriman, former Secre- 
tary of Commerce and now roving 
ERP ambassador in Europe, and 
Lewis W. Douglas, American am- 
bassador to Great Britain. 

As to Armed “‘ervices Depart- 
ment, Secretary Forrestal told 
friends before the election that 
eight years in government service 
Were as much as could be expect- 
ed from any man, and he might 
insist that his resignation be ac- 
cepted. He declined to make any 
political speeches and is reported 
to have refused to head a special 
committee to get large campaign 
contributions. 

The Secretaries for Army, Navy 
and Air, Kenneth Royall, John L. 
Sullivan and Stuart Symington of 
St. Louis, made political speeches 
but Truman and Forrestal have 
had little success in keeping these 
officials from battling among 
themselves.

The bill introduced at the open- 
ing of the new Parliament last 
week would bring the industry 
under public ownership by May 
1950, with existing managements 
remaining in charge of the na- 
tionalized firms working under a 
government holding corporation. 

Firms would be free to compete 
with each other, but the corpora- 
tion would control prices and or- 
ganize development and research 
while holding ownership of capi- 
tal stock of 107 major firms cap- 
italized at the equivalent of $780,- 
000,000 and employing some 300,- 
000 persons of the 500,000 in the 
industry. Most of ,the smaller 
firms would operate under gov- 
ernment license. 

In terms of capacity, the Gov- 
ernment would get control of 97.5 
per cent of ore producers, 97.6 per 
cent of smelters, 99.3 per cent of 
ingot plants and 93.6 per cent of 
rolling mills. 

For three years the Labor Gov- 
ernment, elected on a platform 
pledging public ownership of key 
industries, deferred what Socialist 
writers call “an attack on the cita- 
del of capitalism.” During that 
period it nationalized coal, elec- 
tricity, railroads, long-distance 
trucking, gas, airlines and the 
Bank of England. In those fields, 
one of the main arguments of 
government supporters was that 
nationalization would increase ef- 
ficiency. 


Case of Steel Different. 

In steel, it is different. Britain’s 
steel industry since the war has 
been producing more than ever 
before. Month by month, it has 
been exceeding government ‘pro- 
duction targets. It is well under 
way on a £200,000,000 ($800,000,000) 
plant expansion and modernization 
program. 

Socialist-minded government fol- 
lowers dispute the private steel- 
makers’ claims of efficiency, but 
their main argument for public 
ownership is summed up by La- 
borite member of Parliament Ian 
Mikardo in these words: 

“The industry represents a grow- 
ing concentration of power in the 
hands of a small number of indi- 
viduals, to an extent which might 


seriously endanger political de- 
mocracy.” 

Private steelmakers, 6n the other 
hand, say the postwar Iron and 
Steel Board, which advises the 
government on price-fixing and 
supervises development, already 
adequately safeguards the public 
interest. 

Public ownership and operation, 
they argue, would bring only con- 
fusion and inexperienced manage- 
ment to a highly complex industry 
with a resulting loss in production 
—at a time wifen Britain is strain- 
ing all its resources for recovery 
and rearmament. 

Some Basic Facts on Steel. 

Never in the last three years of 
debate over nationalization of in- 
dustry has any issue been so 


dictory interpretation of known 
facts .and figures. Heré are a few 


basic background facts on the in- 
dustry: 

Organization—Almost all of the 
companies are linked in an asso- 
ciation called the British Iron and 
Steel Federation established -in 
1935 to speak for the industry. 
Production—Output this year has 
been at the annual rate of 14,652,- 
000 ingot tons, compared to 12,- 
724,000 tons in 1938 and 5,261,000 
tons in the depression year of 
1932. Incidentally, all of Britain’s 
steel industry combined produces 
less in one year than the United 
States Steel Corporation does in 
nine months. , 


Government Supervision—There 
has been an increasing degree of 
government supervision and con- 
trol since 1935. From 1946 to this 
September a seven-member Iron 
and Steel Board advised the Min- 
ister of Supply on price-fixing, has 
supervised development programs 
and allocated raw materials and 
exports. Because of impending 
nationalization the board’s func- 
tions were taken over in Septem- 
ber by the Ministry of Supply. 

Development Program — Work 
has begun on slightly more than 
half of a £200,000,000 ($800,000,000) 
government-requested expansion 
program drafted by the B.IL.S.F to 
increase plant capacity from 14,- 
000,000 tons annually to 16,000,000. 
The plan calls for scrapping about 
30 per cent of old, inefficient 
plant. 

Labor Relations and Wages— 
Both sides agree labor relations 
in the industry are about the best 
in Britain. Except for the general 
strike of 1926, there has been no 
major labor dispute in 40 years, 
Average wages for a 48-hour week 
in 1947 were equivalent to $26.98, 
compared to $14.24 in 1938 and 
$10.85 in 1932. Steel workers’ 
unions have advocated nationaliza- 
tion since 1932.

HRISTOPHER SYKES, the 
C English author who wrote 
“Four Studies‘in Loy- 
alty’’ and other non-fictional 
works, has just published a novel 
called “‘The Answer to Question 
33”’ (William Sloane). In it he 
undertakes an analysis of two 
women and their relationship to 
a man who bears a striking re- 
semblance to Mr, Sykes himself 
as revealed in his previous books 
and his biographical notes, There 
is no law against such a prac- 
tice of course and to mention 
it would be irrelevant if it 
weren’t for the fact that the 
novel has a curious defect. It 
seems to be a mixture of dis- 
parate elements; one a literal 
record and the other pure—or 
almost pure invention. 

Caroline Medlam, the No. 1 
heroine, is an example of the 
latter.

Caro- 
line is glamorous and wilful and 
she is submitted, in her early 
years to a training intended to 
make her a glittering stereotype 
of English rank and privilege. 
Such a discipline takes no. ac- 
count of her personal drive; and 
her wilfulness, together with a 
profound cultural ignorance 
turns her into a sensational trol- 
lop. All this is valid and believ- 
able. Caroline is truer than life 
and serves as an outsized symbol 
of a world in which the old ways 
have lost their vitality and the 
new ones have not found an 
authoritative style.

HILE few argue Shake- 
W speare’s greatness as a dra- 

matist, his characters and 
ideas have excited much con- 
troyersy. Each age has examined 
them anew from current. view- 
points, the latest being the Marx- 
ist and Freudian interpretations. 

In the “*‘Merchant of Venice’”’ 

Elizabethan England's prejudices 

against the. Jew loom large, al- 

though Shakespeare was too fine 
a‘ecraftsman to leave Shylock 


‘without good cause for his bit- 
’ terness and lack of mercy, even 


if ‘he could never forgive him. 
The Elizabethan players, how- 
ever, catered to the anti-Jewish 
mob in their presentation of the 
role, which is turn has varied 
from era to era down to recent 
times when there have been even 
sympathetic portrayals by Jew- 
ish actors. 


Novelists and playwrights have 
often rewritten the story and 
carried the action beyond the 
original play. Ludwig Lewisohn, 
in “The Last Days of Shylock,” 
showed the latter in exile, doing 
ionly charitable deeds and finally 
ransoming Jessica from a slave 


-ship so that she might return to 


the Jewish faith. The present 
author, well known in Israel, 
takes a different tack. Center- 
ing his story in the Ghetto of 
Venice, he depicts the narrow 
and circumspect lives the Jews 
were forced to lead, unable to 
leave the gates after sundown, 
refused entry to any trade but 
usury. In this setting he places 
the beautiful and brilliant Jessi- 
ca, only daughter of the widowed 
Shylock, and gives her two 
suitors, the flashy aristocratic 
Christian, Lorénzo (whom she 
marries and from whom she does 
not return) and the learned but 
solemn and bitter Jew, Samuel 
Morro. 

Jessica, in this author’s mind, 
represents the apostate Jew who, 
tormented and finally weakened 
by exclusion from general so- 
ciety, leaves parents and religion 
for the glitter of the Christian 
world (in this case Venice.)

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Bowles, who will take sities aa as 
Connecticut’s seventy-second Gov- 
ernor on Jan. 5, says he wants 
his administration to reflect “a 
kind of practical liberalism” 
which evén conservatives will re- 
spect as “a good, clean operation.” 

Bowles, former chief of the Of- 
fice of Price Administration, con- 
founded the experts—and himself 
—by squeaking through Tuesday 
to a victory over Gov. James C, 
Shannon, Republican incumbent. 
A principal concern of his admin- 
istration, Bowles said, will be to 
devise a housing program capable 
of producing 56,000 homes. 

recise mechanics of the pro- 
gram, Bowles said, will depend on 
a thorough researching of the 
problem, a task he intends to 
plunge into immediately. 

Bowles was interviewed at his 
spacious home at Hayden’s Point, 
overlooking the Connecticut river, 
four miles from where it enters 
Long Island sound. He has lived 
here since 1939 and plans to occu- 
py the white brick home with his 
family on a part-time basis while 
living in the Governor’s mansion 
at Hartford. He is 47 years old 
and was co-founder of the New 
York agency of Benton & Bowles, 
from which he withdrew when he 
went to Washington to head the 
OPA.

He said that the poll's 
morbid forecast was not even com- 
municated to John M. Bailey, 
Democratic state chairman, lest 
Baily and the Democratic organi- 
zation lose heart: Only his wife 
and his secretary, Mrs. Marcella 
| Eastman, wére permitted to see 
the poll. 

Still a New Dealer. 

Bowles, who still considers him- 
self a New Dealer, said he ran for 
Governor because he wanted to 
scare the Republicans “and make 
them more liberal than they other- 
wise would be.” Bowles said he 
fancied himself as a latter-day 
Wendell Willkje leading a crusade, 
Many of his campaign workers— 
like Willkie’s — were idealistic 
young people who donated their. 
services and. worked unsparingly. 

The New Deal, Bowles said, was 
defective in that it had over- 
extended itself, had lacked a sure 
administrative touch and “was al- 
| ways whaling the hell out of con- 
servatives so that they got fright- 
ened and failed to function.” The 
conservatives, Bowles said, ceased 
taking the necessary risks with 
their investment capital. 

“You’ve got to do things in a 
way that doesn’t frighten,” he 
declared. “There's got to be tact 
and compromise.” He said that 
in his campaign he had “chastised 
no manufacturers” and made no 
charges against the National As- 
sociation of Manufacturers. Bowles 
added that he wants to get Con- 
necticut management and labor 
together and bring about improved 
relations. 

Asked whether he intended to 
consult leaders of the People’s 
Party of Conneciicut, which was 
the vehicle on which Henry Wal- 
lace ran in this state, Bowles 
shook his head emphatically. The 
People’s Party, which collected 
about 14,000 votes for Wallace, 
withdrew its own candidate for 
Governor and threw its support to 
Bowles.

“These aerosols may be removed 
rapidly and completely,” he said, 
“by means of a high voltage elec- 
tric discharge, which charges the 
individual particles and draws 
them over to one of the electrodes, 
where they are deposited.” 

Gucker, who during the war 
helped develop sensitive electric- 
eye instruments for detecting and 
Measuring small particles afloat in 
the air, said such an arrangement 
would deposit tons of material in 
a day,

In this case it’s the 
ceremonial and not political 
jumbo that’s suffered a 
mark-down in value, as the 
royal princes, rajahs, maha- 
rajas, and other ruling 
heads of the country cut 
down their regal scale of 
living. Ever since demo- 
cratization came to India a 
little more than a year ago, 
“to live like a prince” has 
had little meaning, for when 
the sun set on that part of 
. the British Empire, it meant 
a blackout for the 562 
hereditary heads of private 
states who had looked to 
Britain for protection. 

Of the 562, more than 500 
have acceded to the new 
Dominion, 61 have joined 
the Moslem union of Pak- 
istan, and only one, Hydera- 
bad, largest and richest of 
all, remains. As a result of 
the princes’ loss, not only 
of face but finances in most 
cases, there are white ele- 
phant sales all over India 
and at many of them, ele- 
phants—white or .otherwise 
—are as sold, 


a ceremonial elephant, 

complete with accesso- 
ries, is 200 rupees ($60) 
and at that they’re moving 
so slowly that the Indian 
States ministry is approach- 
ing circuses and other tra- 
ditional purchasers in an 
attempt to dispose of the 
princely beasts with the 
king size appetites. 

The genteely impoverished 
widow who takes boarders 
into the family manse has 
nothing on the princes who 
are turning their palaces and 
guest houses into hotels, sell- 
ing, or otherwise disposing 
of them. Some princes who 
ceased to be rulers when 
their small states were 
merged into provinces or 
unions are even looking for 
jobs.

ROESUS, King of Lydia and 
a slick operator in the stock 
markets of early Greece, de- 


cided one day that he should 


make war on the Persians. As 
was customary at the time he con- 
sulted the Oracle at Delphi and 
was told: “If you go to war a 
great army will be destroyed.” Be- 
ing rich as Croesus and optimistic, 
he interpreted the oracular read- 
ing to mean that the gods had 
given him a green light. 

As it happened the Oracle’ was 
right as usual. A great army Was 
destroyed but not the Persian 
army. Cyrus beat the Millionaire 
King so badly that he literally 
built a fire under himself out of 
sheer disgust. 

Since that time the function of 
the Oracle has been passed on, 
through a long series of prophets, 
necromancers, court magicians, 
witch doctors, second-sighters and 
what not until it became the mod- 
ern institute of public opinion. The 
so-called pollster is—or was—the 
Delphic Oracle in modern dress 
but equipped with the terminology 
and paraphernalia of a statistical 
science. Foretelling the future was 
ng longer a matter of divination, 
much less of guesswork, but a 
mathematical process,

O they said up to last Tuesday. 
S Since then the Messrs. Gallup, 

Roper and Crossley, not to 
mention a few satellite dopesters 
and amateur prophets, may have 
wondered whether the old ways 
weren’t best after all. Reading the 
future in the skies, the flight of 
birds, the insides of freshly killed 
animals or the designs formed by 
tea leaves, was primitive stuff to 
be sure. But what about the re- 
sults? Was the College of Augurs 
ever so badly caught out? Did the 
Oracle at Deiphi ever issue a pub- 
lic apology? 

If Mr. Roper had used a crystal 
ball instead of whatever he did 
use, he certainly couldn’t have 
been more than 100 per cent 
wrong. And if he had gazed long 
enough at a fixed point, some re- 
mote part of his subconscious 
mind might have given him a 
precautionary nudge. “Why go out 
on a limb?” it might haye urged. 
“Study the Oracles and phrase 
your prophecies accordingly.” 

The Oracles, as it happened, 
were never wrong for reasons al- 
ready indicated. They had perfect- 
ed the art of telling a client what 
he wanted to know but in lan- 
guage that could always mean two 
things. If consulted about the 
recent presidential election, the 
Oracle of Apollo would have come 
up with something like this: 
“America’s first citizen will be 
the next President.” That would 
have satisfied both sides. And 
the loser could hardly rebuke the 
Oracle without confessing the sin 
of false pride. 

Augury as a statistical science 
came into prominence in 1936, al- 
though as Louis H. Bean has 
pointed out, the sampling method 
had been employed in the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture for a long

badly wrong on its forecast of the 
1936 presidential election that it 
closed up shop. At the same time 
it,was discovered that Dr. George 
Gallup had actually foretold the 
election of Roosevelt—along with 
several million non-licensed sooth- 
sayers—and his success was at- 
tributed to his method. 

Unlike the old New York Herald 
straw vote or the Digest poll, this 
new method did not require that 
millions of people be interviewed. 
That was old-fashioned, unscien- 
tific and little better than a guess. 
‘Phe new theory held that voters 
could be separated into categories 
and that it was only necessary to 
ascertain the opinion of one in

farms you have to be sure that 35 
per cent of your sample is made 
up of farmers.

ers are renters, then half of your 


farm interviews should be made 
with renters and half with own- 
ers,” 

Following this procedure Dr. 
Gallup was near enough to the 
right answer in all subsequent 
elections to claim, with some jus- 
tification, that his method was 
indeed a mathematical one. Not 
everybody was satisfied: Demo- 
crats with good memories pointed 
to a certain consistency in the 
margin of error. Whenever a mis- 
take was made it was always fa- 
vorable to the Republicans. From 
this these dissenters concluded 
that something about the method 
made it lean te the right and that 
it wasn’t getting down among fhe 
grease monkeys and fly boys 
where the majority of voters were 
Democrats. 


During the recent campaign a 
labor leader suggested that Dr. 
Gallup had never seen the inside 
of a factory. Dr. Gallup was rath-

—are now telling the world that 
Mr. Truman’s whistle-stop elec- 
tioneering really turned the trick. 
Some well-placed Republicans 
think the same. The polls lulled 
them into a false sense of securi- 
ty. If they had had the bareg 
inkling of that sleeping vote they 
would have done a little scenery- 
biting and welkin ringing of their 
own.

poli-takers Gov, Dewey averted 
his head, in a manner of speaking, 
and asked to be spared from la- 
boring the misfortunes of others. 
Those sentiments perhaps should 
be taken as a text by all of us, 
What the poll-takers are saying to 
themselves is undoubtedly more 
drastic. than mere malicé could 
ever contrive. One point, however, 
is worth making. 


Now that political predictions 
have been removed from the realm 
of pure science the more fanciful 
and poetic techniques can be re- 
admitted.

ELLY QUINLAN DONNELLY REED—better known to sevéral 
million women as Nelly Don—is more than just a woman who 
parlayed a homemade house dress into a multi-million dollar 


_business.. She is an emancipator and a social force in the country. 
She probably did more than any one person to eliminate the curse of 
the kimono and the dust-cap from the American scene, and in doing 
so there can be little doubt that she ushered in a new era of domestic 
felicity. It was Nelly Don, and Nelly Don alone, who proved that it 
was possible for the housewife to go around the house looking like 
somebody, instead of like something the cat dragged in. Men as-well 


as women owe her a debt. 


However, no better statue could 
be erected to Nelly than the one 
she recently erected herself—a 
new million-dollar factory, said to 
be the largest dress factory in the 
world under one roof—where some 
$12,000,000 worth of dresses are 
made and shipped out over the 
world each year. Employes are so 
well satisfied with her manage- 
ment. and wages and working 
conditions that when David Dubin- 
sky himself tried to bring them 
into the Ladies’ Garment Workers 
Union, he was able to get only six 
signatures out of 1200 employes. 


It all started in 1916 when Nelly, 
a bride, and a graduate of Lin- 
denwood College, St. Charles, 
wanted to look nice around the 
house, But she found herself a 
victim of circumstances. She had 
her choice of two garments, the 
popular kimono, which women 
put on over their petticoats and 
camisoles and wore around the 
house for a part of the day, and a 
shapeless garment known as a 
house dress, which came in three 
sizes, large, small and medium, 
and which had the chic look and 
smart lines of a potato bag. 


Having boasted that when she got 
married, she wasn’t going to go 
around the house looking like most 
housewives were going around 
looking, she went downtown one 
day soon after assuming her place 
as a housewife to find something to 
wear. When she said she wanted 
a house dress with a little style 
and charm, the clerk informed her 
no such thing existed. In those 
days the “housewife stuck pretty 
close to ‘home, until she got 
dressed up in the afternoon. The 
nearest she got to going out was 
answering the door bell. Most of 
them, the clerk pointed out to her, 
wore kimonos around the house. 
The rest wore the things they 
called house dresses. They sold for 
69 cents each, often with a match- 
ir? dust cap thrown in. 


So Nelly, who as the second 
youngest of 13 children of the 
Quinlan family of Parsons, Kan., 
had been an expert seamstress 
from the time sh. was 12 years 
old, went home and made her 
own. It not only fit her, but had 
a touch of style. She made one 
or two more. The women of her 
acquaintance made so much of 
them that when Christmas came 
around they asked her to make 
some for them.

City. Equipped with her samples 
she had ventured to St. Louis and 
Des Moines. In time she covered 
most of the United States and by 
the middle twenties, she had revo- 
lutionized the dressing habits of 
the women of the nation as far as 
home life was concerned, and was 
beginning to revolutionize it out- 
sidé the home as well. 


Nelly didn’t intend to. She only 
meant to make better and hand- 
somer house dresses. But when 
she saw the trend, she was quick 
to take advantage of it. 


The Nelly Don house dresses, 
which were growing steadily more 
stylish and more expertly. tailored, 
began to appear behind sales 
counters and in offices. In short, 
they were emerging from the 
house to the street. Then one day 
Mrs. Donnelly saw a newsreel in 
which a high government official 
appeared with his wife. And his 
wife was wearing a Nelly Don tail- 
ored house dress. 


Nelly started making some 
dresses of wool and gradually em- 
phasis shifted from the house 
dress to the street dress. Within 
a few years the changeover was 
complete. Nelly no longer traveled 
around the midwest with a sam- 
ple kit. She went to Paris to see 
what was up in the way of styles, 
colors and fabrics. 


By the time the factory had tak- 
en all 10 floors of a downtown 
Kansas City building and was 
bursting at the seams, it was plain 
the time had come to build a 
plant of its own. Recently com- 
pleted, the new plant is a model 
of its kind. All on one floor—ex- 
cept for the design and advertis- 
ing offices which make a second 
floor above the front office only, 
the plant follows an assembly line 
procedure which is unbroken from 
the time the thousands of yards of 
material are unloaded on. the 
company’s own railroad spur until 
the dresses, at the rate of more 
than a million a year, are loaded 
at the same spot. 


In the early days of the busi- 
ness, Nelly used to make coffee 
herself and serve it to her em- 
ployes at mid-morning. There 
are a few too many for that now, 
but in the plant’s new, spacious 
and handsome cafeteria, coffee 
and doughnuts await the workers 
each morning, free of charge. The 


cafeteria serves excellent lunches. 
at cost, and in the middle of the 
afternoon waitresses go about the 
plant with tea wagons and trays, 
passing out glasses of lemonade— 
on the house. 

o help employes meet high 


‘food costs, the company has set 


up a commissary where fresh 
meat, vegetables and canned goods 
can be purchased at cost. There 
are also two stores in the plant 
where employes can buy remnants 
of dress goods for small amounts, 
and dresses with slight flaws in 
them at a great discount. All em- 
ployes, except executives, get free 
hospitalization and life insurance, 
and twice a year the company 
pays for having teeth X-rayed. 


Some 10 years ago Nelly bought 
a five-acre estate which she Con- 
verted into a sort of country club 
for the employes. It has barbecue 
pits and other outing facilities, and 
a swimming pool is under con- 
struction, e place is open to all 
employes and their families at any 
and all times, 


Nelly’s latest innovation in 
benefits is company financed edu- 
cation. Scholarships have been 
set up for sons and daugh- 
ters of empioyes at Kansas City’s 
two colleges, and the company 
pays the tuition of any employe 
who wants to take an adult edu- 
cation course, 
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HERE are two things Nelly 

Donnelly Reed won't tell. One 

is her age—the general guess 
is 59—and the other is her income. 
There are also two things she 
doesn’t like to talk about. One is 
her divorce, the other is the time 
she was kidnaped. 

The latter event took place in 
1931. Kidnapers grabbed her and 
her Negro chauffeur one night as 
they turned into her driveway. 
They kept the two prisoner for 
twu days, asking $75,000 ransom. 
But they lost their nerve and re- 
leased the prisoners. 


A neighbor and old family 
friend who took part in the ran- 
som negotiations was the late 
James A. Reed, then an ex-United 
States Senator. In 1932, she sur- 
prised Kansas City by ‘divorcing 
her husband. Everyone had 
thought of it as something of an 
“ideal romance.” Soon after she 
married Reed, who died in 1943. 


Not only at. the plant, but in 
Kansas City, the woman who used 
to be called Nelly Donnelly is now 
Mrs. Reed.

But I don’t always get 
around to making it up, and. it’s 
beginning to pile up on me.” 


At the repeated request of a 


young woman executive, she went 
to look at seven new models which 
had just been put together. No 
model goes into production until 
Nelly Donnelly Reed gives it a 
final and thorough inspection and 
approval, and some 150 models a 
year leave the factory. She has 
been known to alter the finished 
pattern of a dress as little as 1-32 
of an inch if it will improve the 
lines, 


This is one of the secrets of her 
success. Her associates say she 


has a uncanny faculty for smell- 
ing out the popular trends of 
style. She’s a master of selling be- 
cause she is honest about her 
merchandise, and knows what she 
is talking about. In 1946, when it 
looked ag though the OPA would 
force her selling cost before pro- 
duction cost (she will not cut 
corners to produce a dress more 
cheaply) she packed up a bunch 
of her dresses and went to Wash- 
ington. She appeared before a 
Senate committee, showed them 
her styles, and asked if they 
didn’t think such dresses at mod- 
erate prices should be kept on 
the market when the Government 
was trying to curb extravagant 
spending. The committee agreed. 


Another secret of her success 
probably lies in the fact that she 
believes that the American wom- 
an, generally speaking, has good 
taste. So she attempts to fill the 
need of the women who have good 
taste, but not too much money. 


“When I first made house dress- 
es,” she says, “my idea’ was not 
just to be different. It was just 
that instead of making them like 
house dresses, I made them in 
style.” 


It’s just as simple as that.

HREE or four times weekly 

we visited Bizerte, some 50 min- 

utes away, where the British 
operated their headquarters in 
rather primitive fashion amidst 
all the debris. That trip required 
a ferry ride across the harbor— 
a grim mass of half-capsized ves- 
sels, masts and othe. flotsam of 
war. I hated that trip through the 
narrow, mine-bordered channel. 
But it was part of the job. 


“My personal mail’s getting so 
heavy it’s almost a full-time job 
in itself,’ the General complained 
one day. Then, as though struck 
by an afterthought, he added, 
“How would you like to take it 
over, Kay?” I jumped at the op- 
portunity. Nevertheless, this was 
no haphazard offer; General Ike 
thoughtfully believed the work 
might brush away some of my 
gloom and fill up the empty hours 
between motor trips. 


General Eisenhower probably is 
the one great military leader in 
history who felt humble enough, 
even during crucial campaigns, 
to answer all personal mail. These 
letters began to trickle to AFHQ 
soon after the North African 
landings, numbered 30 to 50 a 
week by the time he reached 
Tunis, and attained the propor- 
tions of a paper tidal wave by 
the time he was on the Conti- 
nent. He first attempted to answer 
only those from G.I. relatives; 
then, after I took over, insisted 
that each and every letter receive 
a reply. “They have something im- 
portant to say,” he once remarked, 
“or they wouldn’t take the trouble 
to write. So it’s my job to answer 
them.” 


Peculiarly, no writer in the 
hundreds and even thousands of 
letters received ever blamed the 
General personally for a particu- 
lar grievance, whether it be the 
Darlan fiasco or the Kasserine 
Pass tragedy, a wounded husband 
or a sadistic C.O. The far-flung 
correspondents seemed to sense 
his staggering load of problems 
and usually wrote apologetically, 
“I’m sure you’d take care of this, 
if you knew about it.” Very few 
wrote him with awe; they were 
respectful but informal, in the 
style of correspondence with a4 
favored uncle or a city council- 
man. 

Requests for autographs were 
an increasing problem. Ike de- 
cided to comply, if the writer 
were engaged in some sort of war 
work, no matter how small. Those 
who mentioned such activity — 
blood donations, bandage work, 
Red Cross service, USO aid, paper 
or fat collection—received a signed 
letter in reply. In this way, even 
the General’s autograph was put 
to work for the war effort. I 
got the most fun out of the let- 
ters from the youngsters, who re- 
ported tremendous feats of home- 
front War work and. wrote. all 
about it, often in unconsciously 
humorous fashion, to win that 
autograph of General Eisenhower.

to Malta to supervise the assault Gis 


upon Sicily which began early the 
following morning. The Germans 
had sworn to make a bitter bat- 
tlefield out of every inch of the 
island and we all watched the 
news apprehensively. 

Sicily may have been a side- 
issue campaign back: home but 
on the scene it was a huge, vital 
operation; none of the Big Brass 
bothered to hide his worry. After 
all, the staff planners had ordered 
about -1000 naval craft of. every 
description and at least 150,000 
men to take part in the invasion 
—more than assaulted North Af- 
rica itself. We all breathed easier 
when the landing went off all 
right. But the Americans at head- 
quarters cursed that Gen. Patton, 
who had the tough job in “Torch” 
operation, also ran into the stiff- 
est opposition in this show. 


It was the middle of August and 
Dick’s old Third Division was in 
Messina.

Political Axioms 
Took a Licking 


and Precedents 


in Truman Upset; 


New Records and Many ‘Firsts’ Established) 
in Democratic Sweep—Bandwagon 


Theory Fell 


by Wayside. 


By ALEXANDER BR. GEORGE 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6 (AP)— 
The Democratic election sweep 
was more than the biggest upset 
in the history of the two major 
parties. 


It set new records, smashed old 
political precedents and provided 
a bushel of election oddities. Harry 


S. Truman, the one-time Missouri 
plowboy, gave a sheHacking to 
some axioms about vote-winning— 
as well as proving that some‘ half- 
forgotten ones still stand. 

Never before has a party held 
on to the presidency and recap- 
tured control of Congress after 
losing the mid-term congressional 
elections. When the Republicans 
captured Congress in 1946 it was 
considered a sure sign they would 
win the presidential election. 

The Democrats are on the way 
to a record for continuous hold on 
the presidency—at least a 20-year 
stretch from 1933 to 1953. The 
Republicans have held the record 
with two 16-year periods, from 
1869 to 1885 and from 1897 to 1913. 

(Vice President Andrew John- 
s0n, who became President after 
Lincoln’s assassination, was a 
Tennessee Democrat. Lincoln and 
Johnson were teammates in 1864 
on a so-called National Union 
ticket. 

Oldest Political Leaders. 

The three Democrats in the na- 
tion’s top political posts will be the 
oldesein aggregate age in history> 

President Truman, 64 years old, 
is the third oldest President. Alben 
Barkley, 70, will be the oldest Vice 
President. The prospective leader, 
Sam Rayburn of Texas, will be 67 
Jan. 6. 

This is the first time two former 
senatorial’ colleagues have teamed 
up on a winning presidential 
ticket. , 

It’s the first time that both the 
President and Vice President have 
come from border states—Missouri 
and Kentucky, which incidentally 
touch each other. 

The old axiom that the voters 
like to get on the bandwagon with 
an apparent winner got a drub- 
bing. No one ever seemed more 
like a winner than Gov. Thomas 
E. Dewey. 

The theory that nation-wide 
broadcasts and expanded televi- 
Sion would do away with exten- 
sive stumping tours by presiden- 
tial candidates also took a thump- 
ing from the Missouri warrior. 

Stumping Technique Revived. 

Truman reverted to the cam- 
paigning style of William Jennings 
Bryan and Teddy Roosevelt, 
storming all over the country for 


face-to-face talks with the voters. | Teddy Roosevelt was the stafidard 


From the civil war to Truman 
only three second-term candidates 
had made .stumping tours, and 
those trips were launched late in 
the campaign season. President 
Truman got off to’an early start 


last. spring before his nomination 
and kept pouring it on the oppo- 
sition most of the time until elec- 


tion day. * 
The old political strategy: was 
to have a second-term candidate 
appear to be too busy with presi-| 
dential problems to spend his time 
seeking the favor of the voters. A | 
President was supposed to conceal 
his eagerness for a second-term 
nomination and election. 

Truman didn’t want the vice- 
presidency and said he was “plumb 
scared” when the presidency came 
to him suddenly. But he made a 
forthright bid for the 1948 nomi- 
nation, and from the night of his 
nomination until the finish of the | 
campaign he stoutly maintained 
he would be the winner. 

Farm Vote Surprising. | 

An unusual feature of the 
Democratic triumph was the large 
vote President Truman received | 
in midwest farm areas which nor- 
mally are strongly Republican. He 
won the electoral votes of Iowa 
and Wisconsin which President 
Roosevelt was unable to capture 
in 1944 or in 1940. 

The big’ city Democratic ma- 
chines, walloped by the Republi- 
cans in the 1946 elections, will be 
bolstered by the recent sweeping 
victory. Democrats unseated five 
Republican representatives from 
New York City, four from the 
Chicago area and four from Phila- | 
delphia. | 

Early in the campaign dejected. 
machine leaders were reported to| 
be exerting little effort for Tru-| 
man’s election. He received sub- | 
stantial vote majorities in most. 
of the large cities but they were 
not nearly so large as those polled | 
by President Roosevelt. | 

Labor put on an intensive cam- | 
paign for Truman as well as) 
other Democratic candidates. His, 
smashing of an incipient railroad. 
strike and the sending of trocps | 
to the coal pits during a mine 
strike didn’t seem to do him 
much harm election-wise. 

Truman’s electoral vote margin 
over Gov. Dewey (indicated as 
304 to 189) was the smallest 
since Woodrow Wilson’s defeat of 
Charles Evans Hughes in 1916. 
Wilson’s majority was only 23 
electoral votes. 

Closest of all was the Hayes- 
Tilden race in 1876. An electoral 
commission appointed by Congress 
in that hot dispute decided that | 
Republican Hayes had won by an. 
electoral vote of 185 to Tilden’s 
184. 

J. Strom Thurmond, the State’s 
Rights candidate, made the best 
electoral vote showing of any 


‘ 


“splinter” party nominee. since 


bearer of the Bull Moose Progres- 
sives in 1912. 

Roosevelt captured 88 electoral | 
votes. ‘Thurmond received 38. Two. 
of the 12 électors in Tennessee 
also are pledged to him.

Under the program, the Eighty- 
first Congress would be asked to 
enact the necessary legislation. If 
adopted, it would make the pro- 
posed organization the first con- 
gressionally chartered national 
trust created in the United States, 
although there are precedents for 
such action in Great Britain and 
other foreign countries. Until a 
congressional charter is obtained, 
the national council, under its Dis- 
trict of Columbia certificate of in- 
corporation, already has _ lega 
power to receive jeopardized his- 
torical property. 

“There is no question about the 
feed for preservation,” Smith told 
the historians, geographers, archi- 
tects, archaeologists, city planners, 
archivists and antiquarians gath- 
ered from all parts of the United 
States.

And the pollsters are still busy | i 
explaining what went wrong. 

Here is a boner to put the late 
Literary Digest at ease. In 1936 
the Digest predicted a Landon 
victory over Roosevelt. Yet 
Roosevelt swept the nation. At 
the time, the Gallup, Crossley and 
Roper polls were in their infancy. 
They correctly forecast a Roose- 
velt sweep, won acclaim at the 
Digest’s expense. Now they’re on 
the defensive just as the Digest 
was then. 

The Literary Digest went wrong 
because of a biased sample. It 
reached—by mail—the upper in- 
come groups, those predominantly 
Republican. Did that happen all 
over again? Angus Campbell, as- 
sistant director, and George Ka- 
tona, program director of the 
University of Michigan’s Survey 
Research Center, think so. They 
believe the Gallup-Roper-Crossley 
polls “got too few low-income, 
«Hg a 38. people in their sam- 
p e.” 

Use Different Technique. 

The Michigan pollsters have 
conducted an experimental, un- 
published poll of their own—using 
a sub-sample of the sample they 
use in making surveys for the 
Federal Reserve Board. They got 
a 50-50 split in the popular vote, 
hence were surprised by the Gal- 
lup, Roper and Crossley predic- 
tions of a Dewey sweep, hence 
felt the actual election results 
confirmed their technique as 
against the Gallup-Roper tech- 
nique. 

allup and Roper use what is 
known as “quota sampling.” The 
population is divided into four 
groups—A, prosperous; B, upper- 
middle; C, lower-middle, and D, 
lowest. Interviewers are assigned 
a stratified quota of persons in 
each group, which is measured by 
manner of living, type of home, 
social status, rather than by in- 
come levels. The ultimate result 
is supposed to provide a minia- 
ture replica of the entire United 
States voting population. 

The interviewer selects the in- 
terviewee, but is permitted some 
latitude. If the first prospect isn’t 
available ,the interviewer tries an- 
another, and another, and so on. 
Katona and Campbell think this 
may have been the source of the 


pro-Dewey bias. 

The University of Michigan 
pollsters go in for “probability 
sampling,” the same as does the 


United States Census Bureau. The 
interviewer must go to specific 
addresses, carefully selected to 
provide -a- cross-section of United 
States sentiments, habits, etc. This 
prevents the interviewer from tak-

fast. Now, Gallup pays on an 
hourly basis. Nonetheless, the in- 
terviewer who painstakingly 
sought just the right person in 
his D quotas, for example, might 
lag far behind the less diligent 
interviewer. So he might speed 
up. Question: Have Gallup, Roper 
and other pollsters been able to 
correct for this all-too-human ten- 
dency? 

“Intensity” Poll May he Need. 

Roper and Gallup look for rea- 
sons other than a biased sample, 
but Gallup doesn’t rule out the 
possibility. Both observe that in 
populous states, such as Illinois, 
Pennsylvania, Minnesota and New 
York, President Truman actually 
ran behind local senatorial and 
gubernatorial Democratic candi- 
dates. Unlike Roosevelt, Truman 
did not help—but was helped by 
—the rest of the ticket. 

Hindsight suggests to the poll- 
sters that a straight Dewey-versus- 
Truman poll should have been sup-

But the steel companies seem 
to like it. In July they volun- 
tarily abandoned the old practice 
of quoting prices delivered at des- 
ignated basing points in the be- 
lief that the method in itself was 
illegal. There is a lot of argu- 
ment on that very point, but it 
now appears the steel companies 
will stick by their decision no 
matter what others do. 

Open Hearings. 

Since July there has been wide 
discussion of the immediate and 
long-térm effects on American 
economy of the steel companies’ 
action. All of thig debate is ex- 
pected to be focused in\the open 
hearings of a special ‘congres- 
sional committee under Senator 
Capehart (Rep.), Indiana, starting 
Tuesday in Washington. 

The committee will hear all 
sides in the open, as it has been 
doing in private for some weeks, 
and the findings will be presented 
to the new Congress so it may, as 
Capehart says, “determine what is 
best for the nation and put it 
into law.” 

But regardless of what Congress 
does, a large segment of industry 
presents many reasons why they | 
believe the old basing point sys- | 
tem is doomed. 

Steel companies themselves ap- | 
pear to like f.o.b. pricing. It saves 
them from something less than $1 | 
a ton to around $1.25 in freight | 
charges they formerly absorbed. | 
Some customers pay more and/| 
some less than formerly. 

Irving S. Olds, chairman of U.S. 
Steel, says he is in favor of any 
system that will maintain compe- 
tition between steel companies. 

Eugene G. Grace, chairman of 
Bethlehem Steel, says he hates to 
see eliminated an established sys- 
tem used by all industry, “But,” he | 
added, “if we have to live with it, | 
We can.” ° 

Companies favorably situated to | 
benefit by f.o.b. pricing have not | 
so far been very vocal. But their 
voice is expected to grow. Those 
industries that stand to lose most 
have been the loudest objectors, 
but they may be forced to move 
their plants closer to their source 
of supplies or make other revisions 
in marketing. 

Price Now Secondary. 

In the present era of high de- 
mand, even at continued peak | 
steel production, price has been) 
secondary to getting steel itself at 
almost any price. The end of that 
high demand has not yet been | 
sighted by steel industry leaders. 

The ideal solution, trade sources 
contend, is a compromise to sat- 
isfy the greatest part of industry | 
and establish the whole thing on | 
an easily understood legal basis. 

Before July, a steel company 
would quote prices for each basing 
point, and a customer paid the 
freight from the point nearest him. | 
If a second producer wished to. 
compete in a particular market, 
even though his nearest basing | 
point was further away, he would 
“absorb” the difference in freight | 
in order to quote the customer a 
competitive price. 

Thus, while the steel user paid 
about the same regardless of his 
source of supply, the producing 
mill had a greater net return on 
some sales than it did on others, 
such as those on which freight 
charges were absorbed. 

Under the f.0.b. pricing, the net | 
return at the mill is the same for | 
all sales, while the cost to the 
customer varies according to the 
size of the freight bill. 

“Pittsburgh Plus.” | 

Historically, the steel industry 
already was moving in the di- 
rection of f.o.b. mill prices even | 
before last‘: Summer’s action. Ever | 
since the passing of “Pittsburgh-. 
plus,” which was a single basing |’ 
point system, the number of bas-| 
ing points used has been increas-| 
ing, and most of them have been 
established at mill locations. 

Thus, many prices of steel prod- | 
ucts have been based on actual 
shipping point quotations plus 
freight charges, which is exactly 
what the new system calls for. 

Against the statement that with- | 
out absorption of freight, steel , 
producers no longer will be able to | 
compete in markets far from their | 
mills, some observers point out 
that many of them had withdrawn | 
from several such markets already, 
because of high freight rates. 

The Iron Age, - metalworking 
trade weekly, says higher freight | 
rates mean the industry would | 
not again absorb such charges in 
many areas, even if a new law 
made it permissible.

Might Have Changed 


Some Results.

One out of every six adult citi- 
gens of St. Louis and St. Loufs 
county failed to exercise the fun- 
damental right of their citizenship 
by participating in the general 
election of Nov. 2. These non-vot- 
ing voters are estimated to num- 
ber 142,700. 

This is shown by analysis of 
the vote cast, the registration of 
eligible voters and the population, 
and by comparison with past rec- 
ords. A check in this way indi- 
cates that at least 104,000 resi- 
» dents of the city aand 58,700 resi- 
dents of the county, who were 
eligible to vote, did not cast bal- 
lots and many of them did not 
even trouble to register. This 
group represents 16.7 per cent of 
the adult population. 

Political and civic leaders doubt- 
less could offer many opinions in 
explanation of this civic apathy. 
The problem, however, reMains 
just as it has for years—what can 
be done to get people to vote? 

Plenty of Interesting Issu°s, 

Some observers have made the 
fairly obvious point that one ele- 
ment of potential voters stayed 
home in the belief there was lit- 
tle choice among presidential can- 
didates, while another element, 
harking to the poltisters and the 
dopesters, thought the choic2 for 
President was a foregone conclu- 
sion. That still does not exp!ain 
why they would not express them- 
selves. There were plenty of of- 
fices and issues other than the 
presidency to interest voters.

Provisional ‘President 
Thinks New State May 
Turn Toward Asia for 
Close Friends.

REHOVOTH, Israel, Nov. 6 
(UP)—Peace and work are the 
aims of the new state of Israel. 
Those objectives were stated in 
an interview by Dr. Cham Weiz- 
mann, father of modern Zionism 
and provisional president of the 
new state. 
The future Israel will probably 
turn its face toward Asia for close 
friends, he said. He suggested 
sending Israel’s “best brains” to 
India to establish friendly rela- 


tions. 

“We ought to look to great 
Semitic nations,” he said. “In Lake 
Success I talked to leading Hin- 
dus, including Mr. Pandit Nehru. 
With 400,000,000 Hindus who have 
no ax to grind, we could talk 
quietly.” 

Weizmann, his face deeply lined, 
his mustache and beard gray, sat 
in an overstuffed chair in his 
small office in this pioneer Zion- 
vot colony which was founded in 
1890.

U.S. BUYS WHEAT FOR EXPORT 


and disagreements with various 
countries will take up about 4500 
pages in the next edition of the 
official United States compendium 
of new “laws.” 

Domestic laws enacted by Con- 
gress this year take up only about 
1100 pages. That about par for 
an average peace-time session.

Without setting forth elaborate 
statistics, the analysis of the local 
voting works out as follows:

404,000, or 62 per cent of the 
estimated current population of | 
voting age.

High Vote for High Office. 
Two of the mysteries of de-

In St. Louis and St. Louis coun- 
ty, and presumably in the nation 
generally, the biggest turnout of 
voters always is for the. office that 
gets the most public attention— 

resident. It might make a lot 
more difference to St. Louisgans 
who becomes Circuit Attorney, but 
by the thousands the voters fail 
to express themselves on the les- 
ger offices and propositions on any 
given ballot. That rule of habit 
holds good whether the top of the 
ticket is for President of the 
United States or President of the 
Board of Aldermen. 

It should be noted that the 
problem of non-voting voters is 
nationwide, not merely local. Ap- 
parently less than 48,000,000 votes 
were cast throughout the coun- 
try on the presidency, although

I'd like to expand on Dr. Open- 
heimer’s statement a little from 
two points of view—from that of 
the United Nations discussions at 
Paris, where I spent the early 
half of October, and from that of 
the people here in our own South- 
west, where I have been for the 
last 10 days. . 

In Paris it was clearer than 
ever before that the one hope of 
peace, or at least of any realistic 
discussion with the Soviet Union 
of any of the variéus disputes now 
under examination, rested on a 
firm and united stand by the non- 
Soviet world. Only ‘such unity 
could bring the Soviets even part 
of the way toward a reasonable 
adjustment on any point. Only 
such unity, in the last analysis, 
could convince the Kremlin that 
the risk of war was too great éven 
to be considered and therefore 
that policies involving such a risk 
should bé carefully re-examined. 


French Lack Security. 


But such unity does not exist, 
or if it éxists, it exists on appéar- 
ance only—an appearance 80 
flimsy that the Soviet delégation 
is not deceived. The United States 
stands firm; in general, the Brit- 
ish stand firmly with us. But 
the French are unhappy, fright- 
ened and politically unstable be- 
cause they lack security—not se- 
curity against the atom bomb, but 
security against exactly what Dr. 
Oppenheimer says — “occupation, 
enslavement, civil war and the 
destruction of the very fabric of 
their lives.”

TELEVISION TUBES. 
OF METAL CONES TO 
EASE BOTTLENECK 


NEW YORK, Nov. & (AP)—The 
Allen B. Dumont Laboratories in- 
troduced yesterday a new line of 
television picture tubes with cones 
of metal instead of glass. 

Dumont executives said the 
principal significance of the de- 
velopment was that it would help 
overcome a production bottlenéck 
resulting from a shortage of glass 
blanks from which conventional 
picture tubes are made. They sai 
there are no major differences in 
performances of the new metal 
and glass tubes. 

The new Dumont tubes are be- 
ing produced in small quantities 
in 12 and 16 inche sizés, and later 
20-inch métal tubes will be made, 
they said. Production will be ex- 
panded later but Dumon will con- 
tinue to rely on glass tubes as the 
main source of supply. 

The Radio Corp. of America has 
been tooling up for several months 
for large scale production of a 16- 
inch metal picture tube. However, 
the tube has not yet appeared in 
sets ‘on the market although 
RCA licensees have been fur- 
nished with pilot models so they 
could design sets around them. 
The9 Telo-Tube Corp. of New re- 
cently brought out a 16-inch métal 
tubé which it said was thé first 
actually to reach the consumer,

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An American staff sergeant in charge of one of the libraries 

passes out books to keenly interested patrons. Demand is 

heavy for adventure and travel stories, good literature 
printed in German, simple English-language books. 


OOKS are providing many children in the American 
zone of Germany with their first knowledge of Amer- 
ican history and English literature. The books are dis- 
tributed by mobile lending libraries operated by the United 
States Air Force. Available are numerous historical and 
literary works which were forbidden reading under Nazi 
propaganda education. 

Since there aren't enough books to go around, book- 
mobiles are assigned principally to small towns. They at- 
tempt to carry a cross section of books for all ages, includ- 
ing works on medicine, science, philosophy and the fine 
arts. Nucleus of the libraries was 15,000 German-language 
volumes donated to the Air Force’s German Youth Activities 
by the Swiss Book Publishers’ Guild. Other books came 
from the Air Force’s dayroom libraries and from a house- 
to-house canvass of American military and civilian 
personnel. Current magazines are also loaned out. 

The mobile libraries have circulated more than 325,000 
volumes to date. Few books have been reported lost.

INE years ago a pancake flour sales- 
man, calling on a grocer in the little 
Illinois town of Villa Grove, wanted 

to know if any local organization would be 
interested in giving a pancake dinner. If 
anybody did, he said, his company would 
donate the flour. The grocer didn't, but la- 
ter, when discussing the offer with a filling 
station operator, an idea was born. Why 
couldn't Villa Grove business men put on a 
pancake festival and invite the town’s 3000 
residents? So the first pancake party was 
held, and being a gustatory success, it con- 
firmed the opinion of the grocer and gaso- 
line man that most people love flapjacks, 
especially when they're free. 

The Villa Grove pancake festival be- 
came an annual affair, growing each. year 
with such added trimmings as street decora- 
tions, parade, dance, eating contests and 


crowning of a queen. Four years ago link 
sausage was added to the menu of pan- 
cakes, butter, syrup and coffee. The free 
feed now attracts visitors from as far as 
Chicago and St. Louis, as well as from 
nearby communities. 

This year 100,000 pancakes were served 
to about 15,000 persons, many of whom ate 
noon and evening meals at the Villa Grove 
Community Building and therefore were 
counted twice. They also consumed 1400 
pounds of sausage, 720 pints of syrup, 1800 
gallons of coffee, 16 gallons of cream, 120 
pounds of sugar and 300 pounds of butter— 
real butter. Except for 1200 pounds of sau- 
sage, everything was donated, including 
the services of local citizens who donned 
aprons and did all the work. At sides and 
bottom of this page are pictured some of the 
pancake fanciers who attended the event.

OBSTER A LA NEWBURG is an inviting Sunday supper 

dish, especially when it is prepared in a chafing dish. 

It is preferably served on toast triangles with a rich 
sauce flavored with sherry. 

To make lobster a la Newburg, Jake W. Keys, chef at 
the Norwood Hills Country Club, first splits and cleans a 
one-and-one-half-pound lobster, brushes it with melted but- 
ter and broils it under a hot flame for eight minutes. The 
meat is then removed from the tail, body and claws, cubed 
and set aside where it will keep hot. 

For the sauce, butter is melted in a saucepan and 
flour is stirred in until well blended. Hot milk or cream is 
added. The mixture is cooked over low heat, being stirred 
the while to prevent it from lumping. When sauce begins 
to thicken, salt, nutmeg and cayenne pepper are added. It 
is then removed from heat and egg yolk and sherry are 
beaten'in. Hot lobster meat is arranged on toast triangles 
and sauce is poured over. , 

INGREDIENTS; For sauce, one pint milk or cream, two 
tablespoons butter, one tablespoon flour, one-half teaspoon 
salt, a dash each of nutmeg and cayenne pepper, one egg 
yolk, four tablespoons sherry. Meat from a one-and-one- 
half-pound lobster will serve two to three persons amply.
